‘‘ During recent months the Chief Magis- 
tracy of the United States has sustained a 
test in some respects more critical than 
that which it endured in the person of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. So rapidly did the crisis de- 
velop that this aspect of the problem at- 
tracted comparatively little popular atten- 
tion. The concrete act, the immediate 
effect, monopolized our thought. But not 
least in importance of all the issues involved 
was this crucial question: Can the Chief 
Magistracy maintain such equipoise between 
the individuals, and the parties, and the co- 
ordinate Legislature, and the sections, and 
the nations that the balance of our political 
system will be preserved, while the wisdom 
of intrusting such unique powers to a single 
magistrate will be reaffirmed? 

“ Without implying a judgment upon de- 
batable issues, it is a duty and a privilege 
for the university to emphasize the service 
which the present administration has ren- 
dered by sustaining the prestige of the ex- 
ecutive office. A Chief Magistracy of which 
the people were fearful, or jealous, or con- 
temptuous would be a perpetual menace to 
our private welfare and to our political in- 
tegrity. It is not least among the reasons 
for pride in our institutions that in our own 
esteem the supreme office of the nation is 
venerable. Since the successor of Mr. Lin- 
coln degraded the Presidency to its nadir, 
each subsequent incumbent has contributed 
something to confirm the office in the respect 
of the nation. There is not, nor is there 
likely to be in the future, any serious doubt 
that in this regard the present administra- 
tion has crowned the wo-:k of its prede- 
cessors. This splendid service of our pres- 
ent Chief Magistrate has been. due to his 
singular combination of executive efficiency 
with loyal subordination of his 
to his representative obligations. 

President has reflected the com- 
posite character of our citizenship and.of our 
political structure. He has been mindful 
that the strength and the wisdom and the 
loyalty of the nation are not confined to 
geographical sections, to preferred occupa- 
tions, to privileged classes, or to a dominant 
party.

Agoncillo Says the United States.

Paris, Oct. 17.—Philippi Agoncillo, the 
representative of Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader of the Philippine Islands, was inter- 
viewed today by the correspondent here of 
the Associated Press. 

“Would the Filipinos accept a 
or a protectorate of the United 
Agoncillo was asked. 

“ We want independence, but the Filipinos 
have a recognized government, of which 
Aguinaldo is President, and it will deter- 
mine our attitude towards a protectorate or 
annexation.” 

‘“* Should the United States take all or part 
of the Philippine Islands, would the Fili- 
pinos fight the United States, as they have 
fought Spain?’ 

“I cannot answer without possible error; 
but I think it would be most unwise for the 
United States to divide the Philippine Is- 
lands. It should take all or none.” 

“If the United States gives up the Philip- 
pine Islands wili the Filipinos continue to 
fight the Spanish?” 

think so.”’ 

“Is it true the Filipinos do not object to 
the continuance of the native priests?’ 

Yes.’’ 

“ Would the Filipinos accept any peace 
with the United States and Spain which did 
not provide for the expulsion of the relig- 
ious orders?’’ 

“The presence and acts of the orders 
were ihe chief determining cause of the in- 
surrection. It would be impossible for the 
Filipinos to become reconciled with Spain. 
We have vainly and repeatedly sought the 
right of citizenship, employing all legal 
means, and have risen In insurrection twelve 
times im a century to secure our rights, and 
we are now enjoying them. Peace is only 
possible under any government by the abol- 
ishment of the orders, which, as I have said, 
were the chief determining cause of the 
abuses and oppression, and hence the re- 
bellions.”” 

Agoncillo says he has not come here to 
seek a hearing before the commission, but 
to learn the determination of the commis- 
sioners regarding the Philippine Islands 
and to communicate it to Aguinaldo. Agon-

London, Oct. 18.—A dispatch from Shang- 
hai Says: 

“Reports from Japanese sources are in 
circulation here to the effect that Sir Claude 
Macdonald, the British Minister at Peking, 
had informed the Chinese government that 
sovereignty appertains solely to the Emper- 
vr, wno has been forcibly abducted and de. 
posed, and that he must be restored to his 
position, while Kang-Yu-Wei and the other 
reformers must be pardoned. Failing com- 
pliance, Great Britain will enforce these de- 
mands. 

“A rebellion in Hu-Nan Province is cer- 
tain. Foreigners at Yang-tse ports are in 
great danger. Most of the residents have 
left Chun King, in the Province of Se Chun, 
and foreigners at other ports are preparing 
for a hurried departure.’” 

The Odessa correspondent of the Standard 
says that Russia has hastily concentrated 
40,000 men at Port Arthur to be in readiness 
for any emergency at Peking.

ON A. ‘TRAIN. END. STUMP, 


ROOSEVELT 


FROM A REAR PLATFORM. 
New York Gubernatorial Candidate 
Travels Across the Empire State 
and Is Greeted by Cheering Crowds 
at Every Stop—His Remarks on 
State and National Issues Received 
with Enthusiasm — Addresses a 
Crowded Meeting at Glens Falls. 


Glens Falls, N. Y¥., Oct. 17. 
With Bugler Emil Cassi of the Rough Riders 
sounding the assembly from the rear plat- 
form of a special train, Theodore Roosevelt 
is making the most picturesque stumping 
tour of this State that has ever been under- 
taken by a candidate for Governor. 

Surrounded by six interesting figures of 
his unique regiment, the Colonel has today 
rushed almost across the State, and tens of 
thousands of people had an opportunity to 
see him and his uniformed escort. Lieuten- 
ant Governor Timothy L. Woodruff and 
Stewart L. Woodford were there also. 

He made fifteen speeches in as many dif- 
ferent cities and towns. Stops were made at 
Orangeburg, West Nyack, West Haverstraw, 
Cornwall, Newburg, Kingston, Catskill, 
Saugerties, Ravena, Watervliet, Cohoes,

ward, and at this city. 

From first to last Colonel Rooseyvélt's 
speeches were the speeches of a soldier. On 
the rear platform of the train half a dozen 
Rough Riders kept Colonel Roosevelt com- 
pany. He wore a Rough Rider’s hat. 

He spoke slowly and distinctly. He was 
cheered frequently. At various points bou- 
quets were given to him. In one instance 
he was saluted with a shotgun. Another 
_time a smail brass cannon roared a wel- 
come. 

The route was full of queer figures. There 
were strange looking men bowed with labor, 
women in silks and women in calicoes, to 
whom a glimpse of the naugh Rider seemed 
alt-sufficient. 


Speaks on State and National Issues. 


‘He spoke on both State and national issues, 
and at Kingston he swung off on the canal 


with all the effervescing sincerity of cham-

Colonel Roosevelt’s train arrived here at 
6 o’clock, and promptly at 8 o’clock Colonel 
Roosevelt came down the aisle of the hall 
accompanied by the local committee.

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE JUBILEE. 

The great peace jubilee now being cele- 
brated in Chicago is not so much an expres- 
sion of joy over the cessation of hostilities 
as it is an outpouring of enthusiasm over a 
momentous change in American interna- 
tional policy. There has been a new awak- 
ening of the people, arousing them to a sense 
of their interests and duties in the great 
round world. The American nation has 
suddenly discovered its giant strength and 
its noble, civilizing mission. With the ex- 
pansion of its territory to rich tropical is- 
lands in both hemispheres there has come 
the promise of an expansion of its com- 
merce and the possession of markets for 
the ever-increasing surplus of its products. 
The hearts of the people leap up with the 
sense of new strength for the new duties 
and‘ for the wider usefulness suddenly 
opeted up to the nation. This is the real 
significance of the jubilee. — 

Only those Americans who are still asleep 
-are opposed: to national expansion. They 
are the 16 to 1 silver panic-makers and the 
petrified, isolated, recluse class of persons 
known as mugwumps. They croak, pre- 
dict ruin, and prophesy evil things after the 
style of Jeremiah; but the glowing example 
and fruitful experience of the old Anglo- 
Celtic nation across the Atlantic disproves 
all their evi] forebodings. | 

The free silver panic-makers are fighting 
expansion because they know this new and 
wider enthusiasm among the people will 
kill the last vestige of life in their trumped- 
up scheme of retroactive spoliation of cred- 
itors, No nation with a wide outlook—no 
nation that calls itself a world nation—wiil 
ever take up with any panic-making and 
dishonorable monetary policy, such as these 
demagogues have tied their political. for- 
tunes to. “The Bryanites know this, and 
they are doing all they can to kill the ex- 
pansion enthusiasm. But they might as 
well try to shut off the wést wind when it 
sweeps over our prairies. The determina- 
tidn to take a new step in national expan- 
sion was born on the day when Dewey 
smashed the Spanish fleet in Manila Bay. 
It came of age on tlie day when Sampson 
and Schley sunk Cervera’s cruisers at 


of manhood, and nothing can put it down. 
It is the strength of this mighty national] 
conviction that animates the historic dem- 
onstrations in Chicago this week. 

The timorous bleatings of the mugwumps 
are of no more account than the croakings 
of the Bryanites. They all talk as if we 
were going to admit islands peopled 
with distant, alien, and tropical races 
into our union as sovereign States. 
The policy of national expansion im- 
plies nothing of the kind. Porto Rico and 
the Philippines are to be colonies, not 
States. We do not have to admit thenrinto 
the union in order to give them a just and 
effective government. Great Britain has 
admitted none of its colonies. France has 
admitted none of its, except Algeria, which 
has a strong French population, so that its 
admissfon was equivalent to our admitting 
Lower and Upper Canada, if we should do 
that by mutual consent. Holland has ad- 
mitted none of its colonies, and they do not 
ask or desire to be admitted, When Hol- 
land took charge of Java about a century 
ago the island had a population of only two 
or three millions of savage and beggarly 
people. Through firm, just treatment, and 
| through a good government that insured 
peace and safety to the natives, Holland 
now has in Java a colony numbering about 
25,000,000 souls, while the trade with the 
governing country has become perhaps fifty 
times as great as it was in the beginning. 
Can we not do, at shorter range, what little 
Holland has done so well at a much greater 
distance? | | 

Look at the case of the English in Ceylon. 
They at first took control of the island 
merely to guard India. Like all unaided 
tropical islands, Ceylon was poor and more 
or less barbarous. Now it is the richest 
colony that Great Britain holds. Its tea, 
rice, drugs, spices, and other exports go 
to al parts of the world, but mainly through 
England. The natives have multiplied and 
seem to be perfectly satisfied with their 
government.

_ We have not. struck out into this wider 
field until we were the strongest nation, in 
many respects, in the world. We have more 
wealth, consume more, live better, and have 
more of the comforts of life in the nation at 
large than any other nation. But we have 
now come about to the limit of our commer- 
cial tether. We must look abroad for mar- 
kets for our surplus products and for new 
places in which our rising young men may 
get a start in the world.” TheTich tropical

Today the United States government 


takes formal possession of the Island of 


Porto Rico, and Spain moves out forefer, 
Captain General Macias sailed for Spaiu 


on Sunday morning with most of his staff. 


Nearly all the Spanish officials and trocps 
have departed from the island, and those 
remaiping will get out as soon as traus- 
ports can be secured.

In the new world it is the United States 
that has done this necessary police duty, 
and in the old world it is the combined 
powers. The civilized world will not 
tolerate indefinitely the existence of de- 
generate powers like Spain and Turkey, 
whose institutions are founded on tyranny 
and maintained by murderous oppression 
of the weak. Criminal nations of this sort 

y exist on sufferance for a while, as the 
authors of the Cuban and the Armenian 
massacres have, because nobody is quite 
ready to undertake the’ nasty task of re- 
moving the venomous things; but the mov- 
ing day must come at last. The civilized 
world cannot exist half slave and half free. 
Governments like Spain must either reform 
oF go out of business.

A Chicago Democratic paper quotes ap- 


“the Dingley tariff law is a flat failure 
from both a political and an economic 
standpoint.” It adds that that law is “an 
exceedingly mischievous measure, fatal to 
the-commercial expansion which has come 
to be regarded as a desideratum of prime im- 
portance.” | 
The last statement is a remarkable one 
when the official figures show that the 
exports for the nine months ending on Sept. 
30 last amounted to 869 million dollars. 
That exceeds by 122 millions the figures for 
the corresponding nine months of last year. 
It exceeds by 265 millions the average 
value of exports for the first nine months 
of the year since 1888. An era of marked 
commercial expansion seems to have sct 
in soon after the enactment of the Ding- 
Jey law. There has been a notable increase 
in the quantity and value of manufactured 
goods exported. The American manu- 
facturers are competing with those of 
Kurope in the markets of the world. 


imports, it is true. Those for the first nine 
months of this year were valued at only 
475 million dollars. That is 130 millions 
less than under the Wilson law in 1895 
and 47 millions less than under the same 
law in 1896. But that shrinkage in im- 
ports cannot be imputed to the Dingley 
law as a demerit. Under the Wilson law 
more foreign products were imperted, and 
they were paid for in gold. Under the 
Dingley law the American manufacturers 
are making commodities which used to be 
imported. As a consequence of the de- 


j creased imports streams of gold are flow- 


ing into the country in payment for Ameri- 
can exports. The excess of gold exports 
over imports In the twelve months of 1895 
was 7014 millions. The excess of imports 
over exports during the first eight months 
of the present year was 92% millions.

A study of these figures will satisfy the 
reader that “commercial expansion,” as 
far as exports are concerned, has not been 
checked by the Dingley law. 

The Dingley law has swelled exports. 
It has stimulated the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the United States and given 
labor employment at good wages and em- 
ployers fair profits. It has enabled tHe 
eountry to do more manufacturing than 
ever before and lessened its dependence on 
foreigners. That displeases foreign manu- 
facturers, but they are not the persons 

“whose wishes American lawmakers are 
bound to consult. The Dingley law has also 
flooded the country with gold and made the 
maintenance of the gold standard an easier 
task. The stream of gold vexes and dis- 
courages the free silverites. So to call the 
Dingley law a failure from “an economic 
standpoint,” or to describe it as adverse 
to “commercial expansion,” is to sin 
against the light. eid 

Tue TRIBUNE never has been altogether 
satisfied with the Dingley law from the rev- 
enue producing standpoint. It has con- 
tended that, owing to the development of 
American manufactures and the conse- 
quent inevitable decrease of receipts fror 
duties on foreign manufactures, some of 
the articles now on the free list should 
have been made dutiable. Nevertheless, in 
spite of the falling off in imports the cus- 
toms duties of the Dingley law will produce 
about 200 millions this year, in spite of the 
heavy anticipatory imports early last year. 
That is 35 millions more than was collected 
under the Wilson law, although that law 
stimulated imports, discouraged American 
manufacturers of competitive goods, and 
made it han'’»r for American workingmen 
to find employment. The interna! revenue 
taxes of the Dingley law are also more pro- 
ductive than those of the Wilson law. 

The Dingley tariff law is not perfect, but 
from whatever point of view it is looked at 
it is a vast improvement on that Wilson 
law which it replaces, as supplemented by 
those war taxes which will. be retained or 
by a light duty on coffee in lieu of some of 
them it will produce abundant revenue.

| OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Democratic Party Unable to Come To- 
gether and Agree on a Policy—Com- 
parative Study of Platforms. 


The New York Commercial Advertiser has 
rendered a service by collecting the plat- 
forms thus far adopted by Republican and 
Democratic State conventions, with a view 
to comparing their declarations upon the 
pending issues of sound money and our for- 
eign policy. Twenty-two Republican and 
seventeen Democratic platforms are includ- 
ed in the comparison. 

The result of this comparisca is to bring 
out, in a striking way, the inability of the 
Democratic party to pull itself together and 
agree upon a policy. The platforms flatly 
contradict each other. The Rhode Island 
Democrats, for example, declare for the re- 
tention of the Philippines, while the Massa- 
chusetts Democrats denounce what they 
call ‘“‘ imperialism,’’ by which they are sup- 
posed to mean the acquisition of any foreign 
territory. In Vermont they are opposed 
to the assertion of American sovereignty 
over any conquered territory, while in Idaho 
they demand that the American flag shall 
stay wherever it has been planted. The 
Texas Democrats call for a permanent in- 
crease in the regular army, while the Iowa 
Democrats pronounce such an increase a 
** menace to free institutions.”’ 

As to the currency nearly all the platforms 
either are silent upon the question or “ re- 
affirm’’ the @emand of the Chicago plat- 
form for free silver; but even here thereare 
variations. The Delaware Democrats de- 
clare for currency reform, and those of 
Connecticut for ‘‘ bimetallism as enunciated 
by Jefferson,”’ a sphinx-like utterance, as 
Jefferson never enunciated bimetallism.

With 
scarcely an exception they declare unflinch- 
ingly for the gold standard, while on the 
question of territorial expansion they de- 
clare for thé retention of so much territory 
as may be demanded by the interests of the 
country and of humanity.—Boston Journal. 


Our Industrial Progress Demands 
Annexation of the Philippines. 


Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE publishes reports 
from the industrial centers of the country, 
showing a remarkable increase in the ex- 
ports to Japan, China, the Philippines, and 
even to Europe, following as a result of the 
prestige given America by the war with 
Spain and the possibilities for foreign trade 
which it opened up. 

American mercantile and manufacturing 
interests have taken up the development 
of a foreign trade with-an energy that is 
noticeable even in England, where, strange 
as it may seem, Americans are underbidding 
their English rivals in securing contracts. 
American rails are being placed on the 
streets of Liverpool, while large contracts 
have been secured from Russia for Ameri- 
can rails and locomotives. 

With American commerce reaching out 
for a foothold in all quarters of the globe, 
it would be folly were the United States to 


withdraw from the Philippines, with the. 


possibilities for trade which they in them- 
selves contain, let alone the commanding 
position they give this country in the ex- 
tension of its commerce throughout the 
Orient. 

The question of retaining the Philippines 
is not one of sentiment only. It is a busi- 
ness proposition as well. We are living in 
an industrial age. The United States is 
destined to become the greatest industrial 
nation of the earth. Its future depends 
upon securing markets for its products 
wherever they can be found. The Philip- 
pines are the open sesame to the markets 
of the East and to oppose their retention is 
to oppose the progress Of the nation on 


,the lines which nature, in its bountiful 


provision for all the requisite materials for 
industrial supremacy, has marked out.— 
Milwaukee Daily News.

Sun Heat Winds His Clock. 

M. Burton of Indianapolis has a clock 
which has not been wound in three years 
and six months, but which has run all! the 
time. It is wound by a morereliable agency 
than anything humam It may be said to be 
wound by the solar system. In this tnven- 
tion the axiom of heat expanding and cold 
contracting is the basis. The clock is wound 
by changes in the temperature, the principal 
force being in the day and night differences. 
Mr. Burton found that there is an average 
difference of twenty degrees in the temper- 
ature of the night and the day. The day, of 
course, is the warmer. The heat of the day 
expands the atmosphere and the lower tem- 
perature of the night contractsit. | 

This ie how Mr. Burton applied the force 
to his clock—an ordinary old style clock— 
using a weight: Outside of his house he has 
a tin tank, ten feet high and nine inches in 
diameter. It is airtight. From it a tube 
runs into the cellar. The tube leads to a 
cylindrical reservoir, which receives the air 
from the tank. In this reservoir there is a 
piston, whose rod moves with a ratchet be- 
tween the chain on which the piston de- 
pends. The heat ef the sun expands the at- 
mosphere in the exterior tank, thus forcing 
any excess into the reservoir near the clock. 
During expansion the piston rises. In the 
night time the contraction of the air in the 
exterior tank reduces the air in the reservoir 
and the piston lowersitself. The ratchet ar- 
winds the clock.—Indianapolis

BREAKS A VETO RECORD. 


MAYOR SENDS SEVEN TO THE CITY 


COUNCIL AND ALL STAND. 


Effort to Preserve the Ordinance Ap- 


propriating $50,000 for Street 
Cleaning Fails—List of the Nullify- 
ing Messages and Their Reasons— 
Licenses for Reviewing Stands— 
Measure Aimed at Foreign Ped- 
dlers—Other Business,

Mayor Harrison broke the record on veto 


messages at the City Council meeting last 
evening. He sent in seven of them, and 
they were all sustained, although a fight 
was made on one. They were: 


No. 1—Vetcing the ordinance appropriating 
$50,000 for street cleaning purposes; hte reason be- 
ing the money is not legally available. 

No. 2—Vetoing the ordinance repealing the Mc- 
Cormick switch track ordinance; the reason be- 
ing the track is laid and the contract closed. 

No, 3—Vetoing the order for a municipal review- 
ing stand in front of the City Hall; the reason be- 
ing 9g no money for it. 

0. etuing the order for the tearing down 
of the Union Loop bridge to A. M. Rothschild & 
Co.’s store; the reason being the matter is in 
the courts. 

No. 5—Vetoing the order calling on the Con- 
troller to advertise for bids for lighting by graso- 
line lamps; thé reason being it is illegal under the 
Tuley decision and unfair to the company now 
holding the contract. 


No, 6—Vetoing the order giving the Twenty- 


second Ward three extra garbage teams; the 
reason being it has its share now. 


No. 7—Vetoing the ordinance providing for di- 


viding the money appropriated for street clean- 
ing purposes among the various wards; the. rea- 
son given being it is too early to take such «ction. 


Alderman Hurt moved to pass the first 


ordinance over the veto and argued for it 
on the ground the city ought to be cleaned. 
On a vote, however, the veto was sustained 
to 26. 


Cullerton Is Defeated. 


Alderman Cullerton fought for his gaso- 


line ordinance on the ground that under the 
charter all contracts must be advertised. 
It was explained, however, the contract had 
been given to the American Development 
company for one year wn the prices it had 
bid for a two-year contract, the court hav- 
ing decided a two-year contract illegal with 
the understanding it was to have it the 
succeeding year at the same figure. Under 
the prices quoted the city saved something 
like $38,000 a year, and this was given as 
the reason for making a month to month 
contract. Alderman Cullerton moved to 
pass over the veto, but was beaten, 49 to 6. 


Alderman Wiora put in an ordinance, 


which went to the Committee on Railroads, 
allowing the Calumet Western to build a 
road from One Hundred and Sixth street 
along the Calumet River to a junction with 
the Calumet River railway, a distance of 
three miles and a half, the Calumet Western 
to pay a rental on streets crossed as com- 
pensation to the city. 


The short line, if built, would make a con- 


nection between Hegewisch and South Chi+ 
cako, and the purpose of the ordinance is 
thought to be to give the Pennsylvania rall- 
road, which is thought to be back of the 
measure, an entrance into South Chicago. 


Alderman Brennan wanted to pass an 


ordinance vacating an alley in his ward, and 
explained it by saying: ‘‘ That ordinance 
was passed last meeting, but 
votes enough.”’ 


When the laughter had subsided he ex- 


plained that what he meant was that there 
was not the requisite number of votes to 
vacate an alley—5l—present at that meet- 
ing, and so the ordinance had failed, al- 
though it had received the votes of all the 
Aldermen who were present. 


License for Reviewing Stands.

Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 17.—The War In- 


vestigating commission spent the afternoon 
inspecting the camps in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Jacksonville. A heavy rain was 
falling during a part of the tour, but the 
commissioners performed their _ self-ap- 
pointed task of going through the camp 
from one end to the other in a painstaking 
manner.
